CULTURE—Mushrooms require a moist, warm atmosphere and equable tempera- 
ture, and soil artificially enriched. The common edible species grows wild in all 
parts of California, in a variety of locations, exposures, and general conditions. 
Cellars, sheds, caves, quarries and tunnels are some of the favored localities for mush- 
room gardening. The temperature should not range below fifty degrees F., or above 
eighty degrees. _ male i ’ : : 

Horse manure is the principal ingredient of all mushroom soils, and unless it has 
passed through the first heating stage, it should be piled up, thoroughly wet, and at 


the heat is spent. It will then be ready for sowing the spawn. If desired, one-fourth 
manure will not need cooling off by repeated turnings. It should be trodden down 


aesiicw When the temperature is down to seventy-five degrees F., the bed is ready for 
planting. 

The spawn may be broken up into lumps, none of them less than an inch square 
and these planted about one foot apart each way, just barely beneath the surface of 
the manure. If temperature is favorable, in less than ten days the beds should be 
permeated by the spawn. Good growers look it over and replace pieces of spawn that 
have not germinated, with fresh spawn. Particular growers withdraw all pieces of 
spawn at three weeks from planting, as it often molds and spoils the nearby mush- 


rooms. In California it is a common practice at this stage to cover beds with one or |} 
two inches of finely-sifted garden loam. If beds dry out, very light sprinklings only ~ 


may be given. Mushrooms appear in four to six weeks, according to temperature.

CULTURE—In many parts of our State, peas may be sown any mouth in the year. | 
While not particular as to soil, they respond nobly to fertilization, and inoculation of 
the seed (see page 2) will prove a highly profitable investment. A deep, rich soil, well 
pulverized, should be chosen for the principal crops. For early peas the ground does 
not need to be sorich. Sowing of the first early varieties should be madein Octoker, 
and other varieties for successive crops, planted every two weeks until April 1. 

Peas are sown in single or double rows, from two to six feet apart, according to the 
variety or the height to which they attain. Have rows of the dwarf varieties two feet 
apart and those of the medium sorts three to four feet apart and the tall varieties from 
five to six feet apart. Tall varieties require sticks. Two pounds will sow 100 feet

HINTS ON THE FORMATION OF LAWNS 


See that the ground is well prepared. Dig or plow ground to the depth of 8 inches. Afterwards harrow or rake carefully, 
pulverize all lumps, and remove all large stones. Ifthe soil is shallow, procure a supply of fine mold and spread over the surface to a 
depth of fiveinches. Soil may be enriched by bone meal or well-rotted manure wherever necessary; then rake level and roll the soil well 
to make a@ solid bottom. Scatter the seed evenly over the suface at the rate of 150 pounds to the acre (for Blue Grass), one pound to 
sixteen feet square. Rake seed in and roll, water regularly and carefully, as the soil is liable to dry out in the heat of the day, and if it 
does while the seed is germinating it will invariably perish. When the grass is three inches high it should be cut and rolled, and every 
week or so thereafter until the grass has become firm. Eradicate weeds whenever they appear, without disturbing the grass. Should 
bare spots appear, rake the surface and sow more seed. The roller should be used frequently during the season, and a dressing of lawn 
fertilizer once a year is necessary to the maintenance of a good lawn. 

: _ FERTILIZING—Nothing will give a lawn the rich, deep green velvety appearance so much admired like a liberal dressing of a good 
fertilizer.

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FLOWER SEED DEPARTMENT 


A FEW CULTURAL SUGGESTIONS 


ROPER appreciation of plants and flowers marks 
the progress of both individuals and nations; the 
greatest nations of the earth being those with whom 
the love of floriculture is most in evidence. To the 
lover of flowers, what can be more interesting than 
to sow the seed, water and otherwise care for the 
growth and development of the plant, and at last 
enjoy the expansion of the flowers? What does the 
sense of proprietorship of the purchaser of flowers 
compare to that of the grower of them? The latter 
] feels that they are verily his own, the results of his 
fostering care. Among the flowers which may be grown with a 
minimum amount of care and expense are those varieties which 
reproduce themselves from seeds. They are variously classed as 
Annuals, Biennials and Perennials, and these are subdivided 
lato Hardy, Half-hardy and Tender varieties of each class. 

HARDY ANNUALS are those plants which may be sown in 
the open air. They grow, flower, produce seed and then die. 

HALF-HARDY ANNUALS are those varieties which require an 
even temperature of at least sixty degrees to germinate the seed, 
and will not stand frost; consequently they must not be sown 
in the open ground during the fall or winter months, and not 
in the spring till April. A good rule for those to follow who wish 
to sow this class is to wait for the proper weather and season 
in which to sow corn, melon or pumpkin seeds. 

TENDER ANNUALS are those that reauire greenhouse pro- 
tection, as Calceolaria, etc.; the seeds are usually very fine, and 
it requires skill and care to raise them. 

HARDY BIENNIALS are those that flower in the second year 
from sowing the seed and then die. 

HARDY PERENNIALS are among the finest of our border 
plants. They do not usually: flower till the second year after 
sowing, but may be relied upon to produce larger clumps of 
flowers year by year for many years. 

HALF-HARDY PERENNIALS are those which require some 
protection during the coldest weather, as they will not stand frost. 

TENDER PERENNIALS are those species that require green- 
house or other protection during the greater part of the year, 
as they are, generally speaking, natives of tropical countries. 

HARDY ANNUALS. The best time to sow isin the fall months, 
as they will make.much stronger plants and flower much more 
abundantly when wintered over. They may be sown in any 
finely-prepared shady border, and transplanted when large 
enough, to where they are to flower. Do not cover the seeds too 
deep. A good rule is to cover each seed its own depth with soil, 
at the same. time taking care to water carefully. Never water 
so much that the soil gets ‘‘soggy,”’ i. e., saturated; nor ever let 
the top get dry. Most varieties will germinate within ten days. 
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They may also be sown at any time during the spring months 
for summer blooming, care being taken to shade the young 
plants after transplanting, in hot weather. : 

HALF-HARDY ANNUALS may be sown in April out-of-doors, 
or in boxes, in March or earlier. If in boxes they should be 
covered or removed under cover during the night-time and 
during heavy rains. Those who have hotbeds may sow the seed 
in February and grow the plants in three inch pots for planting 
outdoors in April, thus gaining two months on those who have 
not this advantage. If sown in boxes, the boxes should 
have an inch of rough soil or gravel at the bottom for drainage; 
the remainder of the box should be filled within an inch of the 
top with sifted, light, rich soil. firmly pressed, and the seed 
should be sown, covered its own depth with soil, again pressed 
and watered. When the young plants are large enough to be 
handled, transplant to other boxes, planting them about one 
inch apart, and, when weather permits, they should afterwards 
Be planted in the open ground in the place where they are to 

ower. 
TENDER ANNUALS should be sown in pots as follows: Take 
a five or six-inch flower pot,put an inch of drainagein the bottom, 
then two inches of finely-sifted soil, firmly pressed, with a 
sprinkling of sand on top. Then sow the seed, and do not cover, 
but press into the soil. Water with a very fine sprinkler, and 
cover the top of the pot with a sheet of glass. Remove the glass 
for an hour daily to dry up the damp. When seedlings appear, 
gradually harden them off to the air. As soon as they can be 
handled, transplant to two-inch pots, and shift again when 
necessary. 

HARDY BIENNIALS and PERENNIALS should be sown in 
September. Many varieties, if sown then, will flower to the next 
year. If sown in spring they will not flower till a year later. 
They may be sown in a shady border, and, when large enough, 
transplanted to where they are to remain. 

HALF-HARDY and TENDER PERENNIALS should be sown 
in boxes, and treated as recommended for Half-hardy Annuals 
till plants appear, when they should be transplanted to two 
inch pots, and shifted afterwards when necessary. “

nial; T means Tender, Annual or Perennial. When no ab- 
breviation is used, the variety will prove hardy in this climate. 
The letter B affixed to a variety means that it is useful for bou- 
quets and cut flowers.

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TREE AND SHRUB SEEDS 


How to obtain a quickly available supply of fuel, railroad ties, 
ties, piles, fence posts, telephone posts, etc., as well as hardwood 
lumber, is one of the most serious problems with which the 
people of Southern California are confronted. The rapidly 
waning supply of hickory and other eastern hardwoods, with 
correspondingly increased prices, impresses us with theSe facts 
more forcibly each year. Every farmer and orchardist should 
at least grow a wood-lot sufficient for fuel, posts, poles, timbers, 
etc., for home use, and the market will each year demand a 
greater surplus of such timber. All trees furnishing this class of 
merchantable material are easily grown from seed by the exer- 
2ise of ordinary care. 

In raising all kinds of tree seeds successfully, the process of 
growth and germination in their natural habitat should be 
imitated as closely as possible. As a rule, all trees and shrub 
seed germinate slowly compared with vegetable and flower seeds. 

All Hard Seeds, as acacias, locust, osage orange, etc., should be 


soaked for twenty-four hours in warm water, say at 120 degrees. 
before sowing, or where practicable, strew dry leaves or bushes 
over the beds after sowing and watering, and set fire to them, 
though the hot water treatment is best. 

Deciduous Tree Seeds should be planted in this section in 
winter or very early in the spring, as most of these seeds lose 
their vitality very rapidly. The soil should be well prepared, rich 
and deep, and the seed should always be sown in drills, and 
ground kept thoroughly free from weeds. Evergreen tree seeds 
should be sown in boxes or pans thoroughly well drained, and 
should be protected from the sun by being placed under the 
shelter of a hedge or fence. They are best sown in the spring or 
fall, and should be carefully transplanted when necessary. 

Vitality. As many tree seeds are collected in distant countries, 
and will sometimes fail to germinate, although they may appear 
well enough to the eye, we wish it to be distinctly understood 
that we will not in any way be responsible for their failure: but, 
at the same time, we will use every endeavor to supply the best.

DIRECTIONS FOR RAISING SEEDLING EUCALYPTUS 


Sow seed in spring or late summer in shallow boxes in a light, 
sandy soil with plenty of drainage at the bottom of each box. 
Cover the seed lightly and protect from the hot sun, but allow 
plenty of air; water often, but sparingly, especially after seed- 
lings appear, for if too much water is given at one time they will 
be liable to damp off. When the seedlings are two or three inches 
high transfer to shallow boxes, placing about 1% inches apart 
each way, and when large enough transplant to where they are 
to remain, and water well the first year. The strong growing 
kinds can be sown in August, September and October, and are 
ready for planting out early in spring. Slower kinds, as Euca- 
lyptus amyegdalina, etc., sow in spring. One pound of seed will 
produce from 15,000 to 30,000 trees.

APPLE, PEAR and QUINCE. Theseeds of these varieties may be 
planted any time during the winter or early spring. Soak 
the seeds intepid water for three days and change the water 
each day, or soak in cold water for eight or nine days, then 
sow lightly in drills 2 feet apart. 

CHERRY, PLUM, PEACH, ALMOND, etc. The cultural direc- 
tions given for the walnut, so far as germinating the seed is 
concerned, may be followed. Should the quantity be small, 
however, the pits may be placed in layers in boxes placed 
on the ground in a sunny exposure. Sprinkle over each 
layer a coating of sand. Layers may be four to six deep. 
Keep constantly moist but not soaking. As the young 
plants appear above ground, they should be carefully re- 
moved and planted in nursery rows 3 feet apart. A cloudy 
day is most suitable for this, work. 


WALNUT. The culture of the walnut is the same as for stone 
fruits. The seed may be planted in beds, during the winter 
or spring, covering about 1 inch deep, and kept moist, but 
not until they germinate, which will be in about three or 
four weeks, according to the temperature. As soon as they 
crack and show the sprout they should be transplanted to 
the nursery rows, 44 to 5 feet apart and 6 inches apart in the 
row.
